In the case of the 
modification of San Gorgonio Wild Area, 
we grant that there is something to the 
other view (in favor of modification), 
up to a certain point. You have all had 
the chance to read “Another Viewpoint" 
in the January Sierra Club Bulletin, giv- 
ing facts on the other side. And now the 
Yodeler has received an article from 
Larry Thackwell of the Ski Mountaineers 
Section in southern California, speaking 
for some of the southern chapter‘ts skiing 
members who also favor the modification. 
We regret that the latter article is too 
long to print in the Yodeler, and con- 
densing it would cut the heart out of it-- 
just as the proposed modification would 
cut the heart out of the San Gorgonio 
Wild Area--(and how would you like that, 
Larry?!) ;

Meeting last Thursday, the Winter Sports 
Committee again discussed the matter of 
the Son Gorgonio Wild Area, At a meeting 
last September, the Committee had pre- 
pared o resolution stating, in effect, 
that the preservation of San Gorgonio's 
unique wilderness value is of greater im- 
portance than the commercial development 
of the area as a ski resort. Some Club 
members seemed to think that recent an- 
nouncement by the Forest Service of a 
hearing on boundary revision, to be held 
February 19, would have caused the Winter 
Sports Committee to alter its recommen- 
Cations. However, the absence from the 
Forest Service proposals of evidence of 
safeguards of the wilderness character 

of this area--as had been recommended by 
the Board of Directors--led the commit. 
tée members to reaffirm their original 
stande 


_Ski Patrol Plans Made 
The Committee heard a report by Bill Fer. 
guson, newly appointed chairman of the 
Sierra Club Ski Patrol, in which he told 
of plans under way for patrol activities, 
He hopes for improved coordination be-
